The Héldiig OF Conferences 

The holding of conferences has become such a ‘common practice since 
the close of the Great War, and, considering the magnitude of world prob- 
lems still calling for solution, so little has apparently been accomplished, that 
many people are inclined to question the utility of such gatherings and to be 
critical of the comparatively heavy expense which they entail. Within recent 
months, for example, there has been the international conference on disarma-_ 
ment held at Geneva, the Lausanne conference on war debts and reparations, 
the Imperial Economic Conference at Ottawa on preferential. trade within 
the British Empire, and very shortly a world economic conference is to as- 
semble at London, England. Are they worth while, and have they really 
accomplished anything, people are asking. 

There are, of course, certain types of people who belittle all attempts 
to remedy evils and achieve reforms by way of negotiation and compromise. 
They predict failure for each conference in advance of its meeting, perhaps, 


in many cases, the wish being father ta the prediction, because they hold}, 


to the view that the existing financial and economic system of the world 
cannot be remedied but must be torn ‘up root and branch, completely 
destroyed, and replaced by an entirely different system founded on new 
principles. Others, less radical, have seemingly lost confidence in the ability 
or willingness of the nations to abandon their extremely selfish nationalistic 
policies and programmes and work together for the common good of all. 

While progress has been slow, and many of these conferences disappoint- 
ing in the tangible results accomplished, it would be a great mistake to regard 
them as failures. For example, while the world still has a long way to travel 
along the road of total disarmament, it is travelling in that direction, as wit- 
ness the real advance made in the limitation in the number, size, and power of 
naval craft to be maintained by the leading maritime nations. Disarmament 
can only be brought about by a restoration of confidence and trust among 
peoples; it is a matter of education and each conference held is a mighty 
factor in enlightening people’s mind and stirring their consciences. Each 
such conference helps each nation to more fully understand and appreciate 
the viewpoint of other nations. And this is an essential first step to definite 
action, ; J 

Complete failure was predicted in advance for the Lausanne conference 
on war debts and reparations. Of course it did not achieve everything that 
was hoped of it. No conference ever does, probably never will, But the 
Lausanne conference did, a8 is now almost universally admitted, accomplish 
a@ great deal and take a long step forward towards the goal of a reasonable 
settlement of this most vexing problem which has been an outstanding 
obstacle to the world’s restoration to financial and economic health. 

Failure was likewise predicted for the Imperial Economic Conference at 
Ottawa. Whatever its accomplishments,—and these will not be fully known 
until the details of the agreements signed are laid before the respective par- 
liaments of the Empire,—the conference did not end in failure. It failed of 
course to reach all the decisions that many people desired, and, on the other 
hand, it failed in the eyes of others because it reached decisions to do things 
not acceptable to them. Where so many conflicting interests had to be 
reconciled, and, failing complete agreement, compromises reached, it follows 
that what is regarded as failure by one interest or group is acclaimed as 
sutcess by the opposing group, and vice versa. _ Success or failure are, 
therefore, comparative terms. The main thing is that each component part 
of.the Empire now understands the position, problems_and economic difficul- 
ties of all other parts as never before, and each has displayed a willingness 
to go as far ag possible in solving: those problems and vercoming those 
difficulties. That is all gain, and full of promise for the future. The confer- 
ence really sounds the death-knell of extremist trade restrictionist policies 
and unlocks the door of freer and wider Empire trade. This must inevit- 
ably lead to freer and wider world trade. 

Finally, those who are critical and skeptical of the value of these confer- 
ences will do well to remember that in olden days nations did not trouble 
very much to confer about their difficulties and strive to find a way out 
compatible with the dignity and interests of all; rather they were glad to 
find even the smallest excuse to wage war on each other, The world is turn- 
ing away from that barbarism, and conferences are the medium, slow and 
tedious perhaps, but in the final result more beneficial and lasting, replacing 
war. True, international conferences cost money, fairly large sums some- 
times, but a mere bagatelle to the tremendous cost of war. 


Permit Is Required 


Railway Constables Oheck All Trains 
Going To Churchill 

Going to Fort Churchill, the ter- 
minal point of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way, is like a visit from Windsor to 
Detroit. : Railway constables go 
through all trains en route to Church- 
ill and ask to see the permits of the 
passengers. Instead of the familiar 
greeting, ‘‘Where were you born?” of 
the United States immigration men, 
the traveller to Churchill hears, ‘“Per- 
mits please!” 

A few hardy souls have tried to 
get up north without the necessary 
permission. But most people realize 
how unpleasant it would be to be 
stranded at Hudson Bay. It is just 
as well the Government exercises such 
close supervision. The officials have 
enough on their hands trying to make 
things go in Churchill, without being 
burdened with the problem of looking 
after a few hundred men who made 
their way north and had neither 
means of subsistence nor prospect of 
return.— Border Cities Star. 


South Atlantic Air 
Mail Starting Soon 


‘Planes Will Refuel From Ship Sta- 
tioned In Mid-Ocean 

The plan of the Deutsche Lufthansa 
for regular airplane service between 
Europe and South America has made 
such progress in recent months that 
the first test flights probably will be 
made early next year. A 6,000-ton 
steamer will be stationed in mid-At- 
lantic between Gambia, Africa, and 
Natal, Brazil, for a refuelling station. 

The Lufthansa has shipped a Dor- 
nier-Wal flying boat of the type used 
by Wolfang von Gronau on his trans- 
Atlantic flights to the Dornier works 
at Friedrichshafen to be equipped 
with the necessary instruments, A 
catapulting device with which ‘planes 
will be launched from the refuelling 
vessel in mid-Atlantic also is under 
construction.

The striking feature of the divorce 
situation in Canada is that in the old 
Provinces with an older Canadian 
population, more homogeneous and 
with more of its population province- 
born, divorce has decreased. But in 


most notable example of this is Bri- 
tish Columbia where the proportion of 
those born outside that province is 
the greatest in Canada, the greatest 
increase in divorce has taken place. 

The increase in British Columb‘a is 
622 in a decade, or from 1,080 to 1652. 
That increase is greater than the to- 
tal increase in Canada which was 
only 40. Alberta coming second in 
the category of non-provinee ‘born, in- 
creased 312, or from 102 to 1,014. 
Manitoba, which has a greater urban 
Population than Saskatchewan in- 
creased from 506 to 603, Saskatch- 
ewan from 570 to 667. 

The increases in the four western 
provinces was 1,178, while the de- 
creases in the eastern provinces 
amounting to 1,138. Some of the dif- 
ference, of course, would be due to 
difference in divorce legislation. 


Daring Flight Proposed 


Piccard Plans To Make Balloon 
Ascension Over Hudson Bay Next 
Summer 

Prof. Auguste Piccard, the only 
man who has looked twice upon the 
world from 10 miles above it, plans 
to ascend to the stratosphere again 
néxt summer from the northwest 
shore of Canada’s Hudson Bay. 

In some ways it would be a more 
difficult flight than the first two, for 
the winds blow across northern Can- 
ada might drop a balloon in wastes 
as dreary and inaccessible as any- 
where on earth. 

Nevertheless, as soon as the Bel- 
gian scientist has finished calculating 
results recorded by the instruments 
he will begin preparations for the 
third ‘experiment. 

“We plan to take off from the 
northwest shore of Hudson Bay, as 
close to the north pole as we can 
get,” he said, recently. “Our purpose 
will be to complete the study of cos- 
mic rays at a point. where the lines 
of magnetic force penetrate the 
stratosphere. When we know how 
the rays act under these conditions 
we will have the answer to many sci- 
entific problems. 

The professor said that he had ris- 
en nearly 55,000 feet, a point at which 
the temperature inside tle gondola of 
the balloon was five degrees below 
zero fahrenheit, and outside 47 de- 
gress below.

The newcomers set to work to sup- 
port themselves by tilling the land 
and bee-keéping, and so "successful 
were their efforts that they were able 
to purchase the site on which 
had settled. 

At once the new owners set about 
the task of clearing the site and ex- 
cavating the ruins. In the course of 
their labors they found the original 
plans of the building. 

Progress was necessarily slow, for 
only two monks were employed on 
the work in the first instance, but 
later on this number was made up 
to six, and im 1906 this tiny group 
commenced work on the rebuilding 
of the abbey church. 

Six men to build a church of noble 
proportions! It sounds incredible, 
impossible, yet in twenty-six. years 
those six men have completed their 
labor of love, and this summer the 
abbey church was consecrated. 

Apart from the preparation of the 
plans, which was necessarily left to 
an expert architect, and the statuary 
and stained-glass windows, the six 
monks have done the entire work. 
They have built walls and pillars, 
arches, vaulting, the central tower— 
in fact, everything that is structural. 

The engineering is their. Work as 
well. One of the brothers, who knew 
nothing of electricity when he first 
arrived at Buckfast as a youth, took 
@ correspondence course, and he it is 
who has installed the dynamos, the 
heating, and the lighting. 

All that remained of the old build- 
ing has been preserved in the new, 
and the entire work, if undertaken 
today, would cost at least £120,000. 

The work has not gone on all these 
years without interruption, for’ the 
war made things difficult for the Ger- 
man and Austrian monks. For one 
thing, during the war years they were 
not allowed to quarry stone, but one 
of them learned to make concrete, and 
with this they carried on, Year in, 
year out, the building has gone on, 
however, and the first portion w: 
opened in 1922. 

‘Visitors ‘rem all over the world 
have Helped ‘to contribute‘to the cost 
of the work. \ 

Today there are sixty monks at 
Buckfast, all of whom but the six 
abbey builders are engaged on vari- 
ous tasks. 

The surrounding lands have been 
farmed with success, and electric cur- 


rent for various purposes is generated’ 


from a big water-wheel in the 
grounds. Some of the monks are re- 
nowned as .healers of the sick in the 
surrounding district, and their Buck- 
fast tonic and cough mixture is famed 
throughout the west. 

It is the abbey apiary that is really 
the foundation of all this. Today there 
are millions of, bees at Buckfast, and 
as much as 50,000 lbs. of honey is sold 
by the monks in a single year.

Regulations now demand that driv-

there would be a marked lessening 
in the number of traffic accidents.

It cannot be carried 
out without great risk, especially 
on much-travelled roads, if the driv- 
er even nods at the wheel. And if he 
is so Overcome ‘with fatigue that he 
falls asleep, the consequences may be 
(and very often are) most disastrous.

9% to 98 per cent. of the radium 
has been extracted from the ore in 
each test. 

“The plant was placed in Ottawa 
rather at Great Bear Lake because 
three tons of acid to one ton of ore 
are used in the reduction process,” 
he said. ‘Thus it is cheaper to ship 
out ore than to ship the acid to Great 
Bear owing to prevailing transporta- 
tion difficulties and high freight rates 
inevitable when supplies must be car- 
ried by airplane or portaged for many 
miles. overland. ° 

‘I believe the Ottawa plant will 
become one of the leading. units of 
its kind in the world. It is the only 
one of its kind in the British Empire 
at present and obviates the necessity 
of shipping the ore to Belgium or 
Czecho-Slovakia for reduction.” 

Mr. McNabb pointed out that the 
life of the radium salts secured from 
the Great Bear Lake pitchblende was 
estimated at 250 years while the Bel- 
gian product was effective for only 20 
years. It was to be hoped; he conclud- 
ed, that in the near future Canada 
would be able to break away from the 
Belgium combine with beneficial re- 
sults for all mankind.

Advance Of Medical Science Said To | pritish Policemen Now Equipped With 


Be Reason 

The death of Vlado Velokovitch, the 
world’s smallest man, at Ljubljana, 
near Belgrade, brings to light the fact 
that both giants and dwarfs are be- 
coming scarce. The advance of med- 
ical science is responsible for this 
change, and although the average 
general height has decreased slightly 
there are fewer extremes at either end 
of the scale. Vlado earned his title 
with a mere 23 inches, but his widow 
is only four inches taller. While 
dwarfs are comparatively rare, there 
is much more competition for aspir- 
ing giants. ‘ 

While doctors can offer no limits 
for dwarfs, giants do not often ex- 
ceefl seven feet. A surprising number 
have surpassed this imposing height, 
though, the most notable giant of re- 
cent years being Machnow, a Russian 
mammoth man. Machnow attained 
the enormous stature of nine feet 
eight inches, or over five times that 
of Vlado, Machnow’s appetite was in 
proportion to his bulk, for he required 
two quarts of milk, a dozen eggs and 
a couple of loaves of bread for break- 
fast. His dinner consisted of a mere 
three pounds of meat, five pounds of 
potatoes and half a gallon of beer, 
while at nine o’clock he fortified him- 
self with a light supper of 19 eggs, 
three pounds of bread and butter and 
a quart of tea. For his evening smoke 
he could then stroll out and light his 
cigarette at a gaslamp.

With a view to assisting in the 
control of crown rust of oats and 
black-stem rust of wheat, a minister- 
ial order, effective after September 
ist, 1932, prohibits the importation of 
the European buckthorn and certain 
species of barberries into the three 
prairie provinces—Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta—from any of 
the other provinces of the Dominion. 
The order further provides that if the 
European buckthorn and nine named 
species of barberries are found within 
the three prairie provinces they shall 
be exterminated without any claim 
for compensation. 


Says Days Are Longer 


Mystery Of Lengthening Is Explained 
By Scientist 

Daylight saving legislation will be 
unnecessary in a few billion years. 
For days, of their own accord, are 
getting longer and longer. 

The mystery of the lengthening day 
was explained to the Canadian Club 
at Toronto by Sir Frank Dyson, as- 
tronomer royal and director of the 
Greenwich Observatory. 

“The moon is pulling at the tides 
and the earth is turning under this 
sort of friction. It would work out to 
the extraordinary minute measure- 
ment of one one-hundredth of a sec- 
ond a day every century,” said Sir 
Frank.

Amount Of Salt Used By Cattle De- 
pends Upon Weather Conditions 
The amount of salt used by cattle 
on range is closely co-related to 
weather conditions, according té‘spe- 
cial studies in this respect which have 
been made at the Dominion range 
land experimental station at Many- 
berries, Alta.

Efforts of the several organizations 
which have co-ordinated their plans 
for the devolpment of improved Cana- 
dian sheep and wool through the Na- 
tional: Research Council's Associate 
Committee on Wool Research have so 
far advanced that fleeces from the 
western experiments at Cardston, Ed- 
monton, Lethbridge and Saskatoon are 
to be graded in detail at Weston, On- 
tario this month. 

A decision will be made at that 


time whether or not the fleeces will be | 


followed through to the manufactur- 
ing stage. : 

At the same time fleeces from six 
different breeds of sheep secured in 
England may be compared with fleeces 
from similar breeds grown in Canada 
to detect and estimate environmental 
influences. A similar comparison be- 
tween Canadian and New Zealand 
fleeces is to be made at a later date. 

Cross breeding has been done on a 
large scale in the attempt to develop 
a type of sheep better suited to Cana- 
dian conditions and producing a high- 
er quality fleece. In addition.a special 
study of environmental influences 
such as nutrition, temperature, etc., 
has been in progress at Edmonton. A 
progress report on the latter is to be 
presented at next week's meeting. 

The grading is to be done in the 
warehouse of the Canadian Co-Opera- 
tive Wool Growers.

Wheat. Since quality is a purely rela- 
tive term denoting the suitability of 
® given material for the particular 
purpose which it is intended to serve, 
such studies on the common or bread 
wheats involve a determination of 
their flour yielding capacity and their 
suitability for making yeast leavened 
bread possessing certain desired char- 
acteristics. For this reason the ce- 
real research laboratories collaborat- 
ing in the work of the Associate Com- 
mittee on Grain Research are equip- 
ped with experimental flour mills and 
test baking equipment. 

Durum wheat, however, is valued 
largely because of certain specific 
characteristics which make it partic- 
ularly suitable for the manufacture 
of alimentary pastes such as maca- 
roni, spaghetti and vermicelli. In the 
manufacture of these products, semo- 
lina, a refined granular product of the 
wheat is chiefly used, requiring spe- 
cial rolls which shear the wheat rath- 
er than crush it into flour. In order

‘I have been told about the tree 
by many chiefs of the island and I 


“It eats human be- 
ings, but since the natives worship 
it they are reluctant to reveal its lo- 
cation.” 

The tree, as described to the Cap- 
tain, is similar to a colossal pineapple. 
It is about eight feet tall and six feet 
around the base. It has long tendrils, 
which reach upward each about as 
thick as the arm of a man. 

The leaves are large and concave, 
and are lined with “claws.” From 
the tree comes an intoxicating liquid 
which the natives drink to arouse the 
hysteria which leads up to the sacrifi- 
cial ceremony. 

“While the natives dance around 
the tree, a young girl is forced to 
drink the liquid,” Captain Hurst ‘said. 
“Then she is compelled to get up into 
the middle of the tree. 

“The tree’s tendrils and leaves are 
hyper-sensitive and as soon as the 
weight of the sacrificial maiden is 
pressed against them the tendrils en- 
twine her. The leaves raise slowly and 
completely hide the girl. 

“The pressure of the tendrils and 
leaves is like a vise and it is said the 
body of the girl is crushed. I am told 
that the leaves remain in that forma- 
tion for five or six days and then 
slowly reopen. Only the bones of the 
victim .are found.”

Settlers Coming From US. 


One Thousand Men and Women From 
New England States To Move To 
Manitoba 

Conclusive evidence that the prov- 
ince of Manitoba, continues to attract. 
fticreasing numbers of settlers from 
the United States is gleaned from the 
fact that the move to band together 
one thousand men and women from 
all parts of New England to mpve to 
that Canadian province next April is 
well under way. . 

Already more than four hundred 
have signed their intentions and made 
their required deposit, and four score 
of them hail from the state of Ver- 
mont. 

New Hampshire and Connecticut 
have supplied nearly one hundred 
each of this number, while the bal- 
ance are at present residents of 
Massachusetts. 

No effort has as yet been made to 
interest residents of Rhode Island, 
but the campaign will be started in 
that commonwealth in the fall. 

For the most part those who will 
make the change in residence from 
the New England states are natives 
or former residents of Canada or 
England. There are few Franco- 
Americans among them. 

According to figures and facts pre- 
sented by those who have charge of 
the proposed exodus, the quota of one 
thousand will be filled by the first of 
February without question and per- 
haps sooner. 

There are many and varied reasons 
for the whole-hearted interest in the 
movement, the foremost being the de- 
pression in the industrial and farm- 
ing districts of New England. Former 
residents and subjects of the Domin- 
ion and England have been exceed- 
ingly hard hit by the downward trend 
and are now facing severe problems 
of the future. 

When final arrangements have been 
completed, the entire movement will 
be taken in charge by the agriculture 
department of the Canadian National 
Railways. It is firmly believed that 
the number of settlers going to Can- 
ada from the United States in 1933

French Wheat Quota 


Harvest Satisfactory and Less For- 
eign Grain Needed 

A hint as to the explanation of 
the recent action of the French Gov- 
ernment in reducing the percentage of 
foreign wheat permitted in French 
bread from 15 to 3 is to be found in 
the latest reports from the French 
provinces to Paris,- which indicate 
that this year’s wheat harvest will be 
very satisfactory. A conservative esti- 
mate is 800,000,000 bushels _ for 
France and Algeria, which would be 
ample to cover the entire domestic 
needs of the French people, and all 
that would be required would be @ 
modicum of the best wheat for mix- 
ing purposes. This, according to the 
trade agreement recently effected 
with Moscow, will be brought from 
Russia. 

This would seem to explain the re- 
luctance of the French Government 
to enter into any trade agreement 
with Canada at the present time in 
regard to wheat. Reports from other 
wheat-producing countries, however, 
are by no means so satisfactory. The 
Russian crop, indeed, is reported as 
unlikely to meet domestic require- 
ments by many scores of thousandg 
of bushels.—Montreal Star. *

Benefit Canadian Ports 

As a result of the six cents a bush- 
el preference granted Canada by the 
United Kingdom in the agreement 
signed at the Imperial Economic 
Conference, millions of bushels of 
Canadian wheat that has formerly 
been shipped via the United States 
will now be exported from Canadian 
ports, J. H, Rainville, president of the 
Montreal harbor commission stated.

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Survey, Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, has just published a new map 
sheet known as the Hunter Bay- 
Coppermine River sheet df the Na- 
tional Topographic series. It is the 
farthest north map of this series yet 
issued, extending from latitude 66 to 
latitude 67, and in longitude from 114 
degrees to 118 degrees, It was plot- 
ted from aerial photographs taken by 
the Royal Canadian Air Force in 1931. 
As a portion of the area in the north- 
east corner was not covered by these 
photographs, that part perforce still 
remains blank. 

The area covered is part of the 
Canadian Archean shield, also known 
as the Laurentian plateau. It is under. 
lain by rocks of pre-Cambrian age 
has a rocky, irregular, hummock sur- 
face, with relief rarely exceeding a 
few hundred feet. The hollows are 
filled with lakes-which are almost in- 
numerable. This area lies on the 
edge of the Laurentian plateau, the 
western boundary of which follows 
approximately Slave River, the north 
arm of Great Slave Lake, and a line 
extending north to Great Bear Lake. 
West of this boundary lies the Mac- 
kenzie lowland, an extension north- 
ward of the great central plain of 
North America. 

This region is part of thé district 
of Mackenzie, the area of which is 
given as 527,490 square miles; Mac- 
kenzie is one of the districts of the 
North West Territories, the total area 
of which is 1,309,682 square miles, 
over one-third of the whole area of 
Canada. The present map includes 
about 7,600 square miles. The Copper- 
mine River crosses the sheet from 
south to north, while on the west is 
shown a portion of the east arm of 
Great Bear Lake, ; 

The line of demarcation between 
the forested area and the great tree- 
less Northern Plains crosses this re- 
gion and is indicated by a green col- 
our over the wooded part. The Mac- 
kenzie district forests are a northerly 
extension of the forest belt of west- 
ern Canada. The northerly limit is 


not determined by climate alone but 
by soil conditions and to a very large 
extent by drainage.also, The-line of 
demarcation between wooded and 
treeless areas is very irregular. Here 
and there, far beyond the main forest 
body, fringes of trees are found grow- 
ing along the banks of the Copper- 
mine River and some of its tributar- 
ies. Isolated clumps of trees flourish 
in favourable localities, white and 
black spruce and birch being the pre- 
dominate species of trees, while wil- 
lows and alders form a considerable 
underbrush. As the northern limit of 
woods is approached ‘the species are 
more or less stunted in growth, and 
curious instances of trees many years 
; old but short and squat may be found. 

Beyond the wooded areas lie the 
Great Northern Plains, formerly 
known as the “barren grounds,” so 
named by Samuel Hearne who made 
an exploration in 1770-72 overland 
from Churchill to the Coppermine 
River and the sea-coast at its mouth, 
returning by way of Great Slave 
Lake. He no doubt so designated this 
type of country on account of its lack 
of trees, but it is not in any sense 
barren. Wherever sufficient soil has 
accumulated, abundance of plant life 
is found every season. The ground is 
almost everywhere covered with a 
thick soft carpet of various kinds of 
mosses and lichens. In addition there 
are many species of flowering plants 
during the short Arctic season. About 
the middle of June these are in full 
bloom. Beautiful blue lupines some- 
times cover acres Of ground. Yellow 
Arctic poppies, white and red saxi- 
frages, blue forget-me-nots and many 
other species of attfactive plants are 
equally as plentiful..Ccompleting the 
vegetation are the coarse grasses and 
sedges, the green of which combined 
with the great variety of coloured 
flowers makes a landscape of wonder- 
ful beauty. 

The part of this country lying be- 
tweeh Coppermine River and Great 
Bear Lake is included in the Yellow- 
knife Game Preserve; one of the four 
areas set apart by the Government as 
exclusive hunting grounds for the na- 
tive Indians, Eskimos and half-breeds. 
This policy prevents exploitation of 
the fur resources of these areas, and 
it is hoped also will tend to foster 
and increase the supply of game 
which will overflow to the adjacent 
districts where commercial hunting 
and trapping are allowed. The fur-

Not less im- 
portant than the pitchblende deposits 
are the discoveries of remarkably rich 
native silver deposits. When it is con- 
sidered that Echo Bay is over 1,100 
miles north of" the latitude of Winni- 
peg, one may have some idea of the 
problems to be met and overcome in 
this new mining centre.

More Diversification Needed 


American Professor Gives Advice To 
Farmers Of Canada 

Warning Canadians to beware of 
optimistic estimates of the future in- 
creased consumption of wheat and 
counselling a greater diversion from 
cereal crops to other products, Dr. 
R. M, MacVicar, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, addressed the Cana- 
dian Institute on Economic and In- 
‘ternational Affairs at Orillia, Ont. 

“The world’s consumption of wheat 
fell 4 per cent. between 1913 and 
1930, he said. The world’s supply 
of certain commodities exceeds the 
demand. I do not see why Canada 
should not produce a greater variety 
of the finer products, 

Referring to the Imperial Confer- 


ence, he said “it would be very un-|: 


fortunate if it should lead to the 
creation of greater barriers between 
Canada and the United States. 
Greater trade reciprocity between 
England and Canada would be more 
effectively attained by lowering bar- 
riers between them than by raising 
greater barriers between them and 
the rest of the world.”

Britisher To Explore Stratosphere 


Designs Balloon To Reach Height Of 
Seventeen Miles 

Oswald Short, famous British air 
pioneer, is designing a balloon to ex- 
plore the stratosphere calculated to 
reach a height of 17 miles, the United 
Press has learned. 

Prof, August Piccard, the Belgian 
scientist, and the first man to enter 
the stratosphere, reached an altitude 
of approximately 10% miles in his 
recent flight. 

Short’s balloon will carry three 
scientific observers in a hermetically 
sealed aluminum ball. It will carry 
special wireless equipment possibly 
strong enough for world-wide broad- 
casting.

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An Old Industry 


House Thatching Still Carried On In 
Rural England 

The following article is by H. Hog- 
gins, whose family have been house 
thatchers for more than three genera- 
tions: ; 

Thatching, one of the oldest indus- 
tries in England, is still carried on, 
though in a lesser degree than in the 
past. 

The reason why many thatched 
roofs remain,.is that most of the 
walls and roof timbers of old houses 
are not strong enough to withstand 
the weight of a tiled or slated roof, 
without a lot of, strengthening. 

In the early days of ‘wattle and 
daub” and half-timbered houses, 
thatch was greatly in vogue. Many 
of these old houses were apparently 
built around a grandfather clock, and, 
in the majority of cases, were incom- 
plete without a thatched roof. 

Thatchers in those days used wheat 
stubble—the short straw which re- 
mained after the sickles (and later 
reaping machines) had cut away the 
corn, This stubble was left in the 
fields until the first frost, when the 
farmer sent his men to “bag’’ it. Tak- 
ing scythes or sticks, they broke 
it off while it was brittle, afterwards 
storing it for use on cottages, farm 
buildings, and so on. 

The thatcher of today follows most 
of the old customs, with the excep- 
tion that he uses rye or wheat straw 
in the length as it leaves the trussing 
machine. Where such straw is extra 
long it is cut in half before being 
used, and a safer method of securing 
it has been evolved, particularly on 
miodern houses of six to sixteen 
rooms, . ” 

Another kind of thatching greatly 
in demand today is that for which 
reeds are used. This makes a very 
serviceable roof, and lasts indefinitely. 

Yet another kind of thatching is 
done with heather, cut when in bloom, 
and a very beautiful effect is obtain- 
ed when this method is used on any 
small ornamental roof. Heather is not 
advised for large roofs as it is not a 
very good water resister, and for that 
reason an undercoat of other material 
is used with heather thatch. 


Prince Has Volumes 
Of Press Clippings 


Collection Is One Of Largest and Most 
Interesting In World 

The Prince of Wales must have one 
of the largest, and most interesting, 
collections of press clippings in the 
world. 

Another volume has been added, 
bringing the total to over 40, bound in 
half-morocco, each of which contains 
nearly 7,000 cuttings. 

Wherever the Prince goes through- 
out the whole world, his movements 
are closely followed by a press clip- 
ping bureau, which collects reports 
from newspapers of every nationality. 
Each half-year a selection of these is 
made and they are bound. 

* The collection covers the life of the 

Prince from 16 and every public inci- 
dent of importance since then is re- 
ported. By the time he was 27 there 
were more clippings in the Prince's 
collection than in that of the late 
King Edward, which covered his life- 
time. 


Women Explore Rockies 


Rare Plants and Insects Found In 
Northern British Columbia 

Unknown glaciers and valleys in 
northern British Columbia have been 
explored by two daring Philadelphia 
society women, who recently return- 
ed to Edmonton. 

The explorers were Mrs. J. Nor- 
man Henry and her daughter, Miss 
Josephine de N. Henry. Last year 
they were in the party headed by Dr. 
J. N. Henry that discovered the trop- 
ical valley in the northern wilder- 
ness. 

Many rare specimens of plant and 
insect life brought back by the two 
women will be presented to the Aca- 
demy of Natural Sciences in Phila- 
delphia. In addition, they obtained 
a large number of photographs of 
flowers, game and the surrounding 
country.
